Zanesville, O., July 3.—One of the 


largest deals in the history of Ohio 
coal operations has just been com- 
pleted in this section, the purchaser 
being the National Hocking Coal com- 
pany, which has 
acquired territory 


embracing more than 29,000 acres at 
a cost of $400,000. 


The block, which has just been ac- 


quired extends from the north end of 
Roseville eastward 
to Connelsville 


and then southward to Federal Val- 
ley. 
It is from two to four miles 


wide and twenty miles long Wabash 
railroad switches will enter the terri- 
tdry at Crooksville, going 
through 


the center of the property near the 
Morgan and Perry county lines and 
passing over what is known as the 
Brush Creek divide at Spring Gap. 


Two or three coal mining 
plants 


will be erected at once and then the 
territory will' be covered with plants 
as quickly as possible. These three 
mines will have/ a capacity of 1200 to 
1500 tons a day. The company, will 
employ between 700 and 800 men in 
the initial operations.

There is a new kind of firecracker 


called "mandarin." which comes in 
huge packs of 10,000 to 50,000, all 
connected by a single fuse. Perhaps 
you can imagine the racket made by 
such a bunch when it goes>ldff. Of 
course, these crackers come 
from 


China. We manufacture great quan- 
tities of large sized ones in this coun- 
try, but all of the small crackers are 
imported from the Flowery Kingdom 
and the makers get only ^hirty cents 
for a box of forty packs. That means 
nearly 2500 firecrackers for the sum 
mentioned, or eighty for one cent. 


Philadelphia uses more fireworks 


than any other city, New York comes 
next, then Chicago and next St. Louis. 
The greatest • factory of rockets and 
pyrotechnic contrivances is on Staten 
Island, and one section of its plant is 
given up to the manufacture of tor- 
pedoes. The first step in making tor- 
pedoes is to daub large sheets 
of 


paper with "gobs" of paste composed 
of an explosive mixture. 
The paper 


Is ,then cut into small'round pieces, 
which are rolled up with a cap an<3k 
some fine gravel In each. 
Usually 


there are several thicknesses of tis- 
sue paper used, and^ the making of 
the more expensive grades of torpe- 
does involves processes comparative- 
ly elaborate. 


The jrocess used in the manufac- 


ture of fireworks are 
much 
more 


•simple than most people suppose. Of 
materials the three that 
are chief 


and important are a fine quality of 
strawboard, an explosive 
compound 


consisting of gunpowder, 
saltpeter 


and charcoal, and tissue paper. The 
strawboard is used for 
making .the 


tubes and cases, which are filled with 
the .compound^and finally covered 
with the tissue paper. In the, con- 


the explosive compound are fastened. 
Various chemicals are employed 
to 


give different colors to the fire, and 
these, are mostly salts of metal—cop- 
per for blue, barium for green, sodi- 
um for yellow, calcium for red, and 
strontium for crimson. 
The rest Is 


only a matter of adjusting the little 
parcels of fire-stuff vand 
connecting 


them suitably by fuses. 


Rockets require more skill in thei 


manufacture - than any Other kind p 
fireworks. The pasteboard case mils 
be of a certain diameter,; in propOr 
tion to its length, and the packing/has 
to be performed with the utmost care 
to insure the proper ascent of the 
contrivance an dthes scattering of its 
stars or what not at the precise mo 
ment desired. In the cylindrical part 
is the explosive 
compound 
which 


causes the rocket to rise; the conida: 
top is separate and contains the stars 
or whatever ejse is to make'the 
dis 


play. It is necessary that the expkv 
sive compound 
shall 
be 
burned 


through at just the moment 
when 


the rocket has reached 
its /highest 


point, so that the stars or golden ram 
may be discharged with the effective- 
ness necessary to make the spectators 
say "Oh!" 
' 


The stars are little packets mae 


of various compositions, so as to pro- 
duce fire of different colors, when ig- 
nited. But within the last few years 
makers of pyrotechnics in this coun- 
try have enormously improve in their 
art, and in no branch of it have they 
progressed so much as in.the manu- 
facture of rockets. Rockets that liber- 
ate parachutes, each carrying a bril- 
liant star as it floats aloft, are already 
familiar and sft* likewise, are those 
which, throw 
out 
flaming 
golden 


clouds that drop streams of fiery rain.' 
The whistling rocket ascends to an 
immense height and displays Chinese 
dragons flying through the air, accom- 
panied by a loud whistling that can 
be heard for miles. .

Samuel, was the Lord's 
representative in their midst and ever 
sought their true welfare in the sight 
of God. He was the Lord's faithful 
messenger, seeing God and not man 
and seeking nothing from man. The 
names he gave his sons (verse 2) are 
indicative of his piety—Joel, Jehovah, 
is^od, :ind Abiah. Jehovah, my Father. 
But beautiful names neither indicate 
the character nor change the heart. 
Righteousness is not hereditary, and 
many good parents have bad children. 
Consider £11 and David and Hezekiah, 
and, stranger still, listen to Jehovah 
Himself in Isa. i, 2, "I have nourished 
and brought up children, and they have 
rebelled against me." \Truly the carnal 
mind is enmity against God! 


4, 5. Behold, thou art old, and thy sons 


walk not in thy ways. Xow, make us a 
king to judge us. like ail the nations. 


God had chosen Israel that they 


might be unto Him a peculiar treasure 
above all people, a felaevJom of priests, 
a holy nation, separated from all other 
people, dwelling akroe. not reckoned 
among the nattoax, delighting to say: 
"The Lord is oar jadge, tiie Lord is I 
oar lawgiver, the Loivl Is oor M®g» He 
will save us" (Ex. six, 5, <S; xxxii!*,16; 
Num. xsiii. 9; Isa. yrtHS, 22*. His 
power was their streagtia and His pres- 
"ence. their glory, T&e very iMag Uiat 
God chose tiieuu for they tara-ed their 
baeirs upon and wa&ited *» be like other 
people.

Their conduct was no surprise to 


God; 
He had foreseen It all and knew 


from the beginning their evil hearts 
and how they would treat HJin (Deut. 
xvii, 14), yet He loved them -with an 
everlasting love, heard them' xpfaen they 
cried uufo Him, forgave them and de- 
livered them many a time, sent them 
prophet after prophet to win them back 
to Him and finally sent His own Sou 
as their Messiah, but even Him they 
rejected and crucified, saying, "We 
have no king but Caesar.** Still, He 
loves them and will yet fulfill His 
promises to Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
for His own name's sake; *tbe time 
will come when they shall 'took upon 
Him, be deeply convicted of their sin 
and receive Him as their, long looked 
for Messiah and rejoice in Him and He 
in them before all nations (Zech. xii, 
10; xili, 1; Isa. xxv, 9; Ezeav xxivii, 21- 
28; Jer. ixiii, 5-8; Luke it 32,33).

It would,be a great 
victory for every believer If«this was 
continually practiced and if, when any- 
thing is said or done to Ua, we would 
remember that He feels It as done to

God wants cheerful, willing 


service, the love of Christ constrain- 
ing. He does not love that-which is 
done grudgingly. The Bbrt|?i6veth a 
cheerful giver (II Cor. ix, 7). But when 
He sees people determined to have 
their own way He sometimes gives 
them their request though it brings 
leanness into their souls (Ps. cvi, 15).

Just as when a child he told Eli ev- 


ery whit of the Lord's message (chap- 
ter iii, 18), even though it waS a mes- 
sage of judgment, BO now he declares 
faithfully all the words of the Lord 
eoncecning the manner of the king 
whom God will give them. Then when 
the people insist, notwithstanding, on 
having this king "Samuel heard all the 
words of the people, and he rehearsed 


fully, tearing results to God (Jer. juiili, 
28; Gal. 1. 10). A God of lor* Mil not 
let His people rush Into ruin blindly, 
nor wlllHe overthrow His enemies 
without offering them mercy as He <JM 
to the people of Noah's time before the 
flood and also to Pharaoh and bis peo- 
ple. 
Mercy always precedes Judgment
